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EDITORIAL NOTES 


SOVIET RUSSIA—CHALLENGE, MENACE OR PROMISE? 


A SurvVEY oF RECENT Books ON THE U.S. S. R. 


by A. B. Korman, Chicago Public Library 


‘THE NUMBER OF BOOKS ON RussI< is increasing at an impressive rate. 
\ore than a score have appeared since the first of the year, and many 
more will be upon us by the time these lines are in print. Russia under 
Stalin is just as much of an enigma to the Western mind as was the 
old Russia under the Tsars. The spectacle of a backward people lately 
emerged from many centuries of darkness and oppression into the full 
bright light of economic activity and of social vision, presents a 
phenomenon unique in history and challenging the attention of the 
best equipped minds. Ever larger groups of students and trained 
observers find their way into Russia, to study and report upon the 
Russian experiment, what Romain Rolland chooses to call ‘the most 
heroic adventure, the most solid social hope of the future.” 

Most of the recent works on Russia are by Americans. Perhaps it 
is no mere accident that Americans are foremost in intellectual curi- 
osity and eagerness to penetrate the riddle that is Russia. There is, 
first of all, the traditional friendship between the American and 
Russian people. The American’s sense of sportsmanship and fair 
play, his desire to live and let live, are important factors. There is 
much in the Russian experiment that reminds one of America’s pioneer 
days. The interest shown here in what is going on in Russia is 
matched, if not surpassed, by the interest evinced in Russia in every- 
thing American. The words “Amerikantsi” and ‘“po-Amerikanski” 
(Americans; To do things in American style) have become household 
words in Russia. It is to America, more than to any other country, 
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that Russia looks for technical aid, for credits and equipment for its 
ambitious projects under the Five-year plan. And it is America, the 
stronghold of capitalism, that is being challenged or threatened by the 
Russian experiment in communism, as some writers would have us 
believe. 

Bruce Hopper, author of the latest book on the subject, adheres to 
the view of Russia as a challenge to America. In his thought-provok- 
ing lectures recently given before the Lowell Institute, now reprinted 
as Pan-Sovietism (Houghton) he urges a sane and sober view of the 
problem. Embargoes, deportations, hysterics about the red peril, will 
only confuse the situation. America’s foreign trade is at stake. Com- 
munism is on the offensive, while capitalism in America and Europe 
is, at least temporarily, on the defensive. The struggle between social- 
ism and capitalism will probably be fought out in China. America, he 
thinks, may still save the world for the existing order by working out 
a compromise between individualism and collectivism. 

The very methods of fighting communism rejected by Hopper are 
openly advocated by Father Edmund Walsh in The last stand (Little, 
Brown) Communism, as practised in Russia, is a menace to Western 
civilization and to Christianity, and the only way to deal with it effec- 
tively is to isolate it. There can be no question of recognizing Russia 
so long as the way to the Russian people is barred by the party now in 
control. 

Similar in intent and conclusion, but much more reserved in tone, 
is the book by Ethan T. Colton, The X Y Z of communism (Mac- 
millan) The author undertakes to show how communist principles and 
theories, as expounded in the well known communist handbook The 
A BC of communism, work out in practice. The composite picture is 
not flattering to the Soviet régime. 

A very useful guide to the economic structure of the Soviet state 
will be found in Calvin B. Hoover’s The economic life of Soviet Russia 
(Macmillan) Professor Hoover finds much that is worth while in the 
Soviet régime, especially as it affects the lives of the workers and poor 
peasants. But Russia is still a long way from the Utopia of the com- 
munists. 

Several recent volumes direct their attention to the Five-year plan 
in its various manifestations. Piatiletka—Russia’s Five-year plan 
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(New Republic, $1) by Michael Farbman, contains all that the lay 
reader will need to know of its aims, its possibilities, and the obstacles 
in the way of its success. George S. Counts’s The Soviet challenge to 
America (John Day) is a more comprehensive study of the plan, with 
special emphasis on the educational program and the role which the 
Soviet youth is to play in its fulfilment. Professor Counts also brought 
out an excellent little book by a young Soviet engineer, M. Ilin, New 
Russia’s primer; the story of the Five-year plan (Houghton) It was 
written for Russian children of twelve to fourteen, but it will be read 
with profit by adults as well. Incidentally, it offers an illustration of 
how the Soviet youth is being enlisted for the support of the plan. The 
various organized and organizing groups, largely of the younger gen- 
eration, who give the tone and set the pace for the execution of the 
plan, is the subject of Professor Samuel Harper’s Making bolsheviks 
( University of Chicago) 

The pros and cons of Soviet trade, the question of dumping, forced 
labor, etc., are discussed in Soviet foreign trade, menace or promise 
(Liveright) by J. M. Budish and Samuel S. Shipman, and in The red 
trade menace (Dodd, Mead) by H. R. Knickerbocker. The first book 
is by officials of the Amtorg Trading Corporation, and represents the 
Soviet viewpoint. The other is by a correspondent of the New York 
Evening Post, and offers a dramatic survey of the Five-year plan in 
actual operation. 

Why recognize Russia? (Cape & Smith) is the title of a book by 
Louis Fischer, Moscow correspondent for the Nation, and author of 
a recent two-volume work, The Soviets in world affairs. The author 
dismisses the current objections to recognition as irrelevant or easily 
adjustable, and makes a strong plea for the establishment of diplo- 
matic relations with Russia. The same attitude is urged by Sherwood 
Eddy in his The Challenge of Russia (Farrar & Rinehart) notwith- 
standing the fact that the author sharply condemns the Soviet policies 
towards religion and personal liberty. 

The reader will turn with considerable relief from the ponderous 
volumes on Russian politics and economics to a new book by Maurice 
Hindus, Red bread (Cape & Smith) The author returns to the scene 
of a Humanity uprooted, this time rural humanity, which is to say 
four-fifths of Russia. It is a remarkable account, beautifully illus- 
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trated, of life in the Soviet village today, of the pathetic retreat of the 
old before the onslaught of the new. Two other recent books provide 
intimate pictures of the daily life of the individual under the new 
régime—William S. White’s These Russians (Scribner’s) and Negley 
Farson’s Black bread and red coffins (Century) There is humor and 
pathos, hope and despair in the lives of these long-suffering Russian 
people, as they wind their weary way towards the promised land. 

Soviet Russia—challenge, menace or promise? History alone will 
give the answer. 

* * * 

ONE OF THE MOST USEFUL LIsTs in the field of reading guidance is 
that recently compiled by the Book Committee of the School Libraries 
Section under the chairmanship of Zaidee Brown. It is called Guides 
to reading for young people, a list of library aids for teachers, parents 
and school librarians, and is published by the American Library Asso- 
ciation, price ten cents, quantity prices upon application. The special 
field of young people’s reading is considered from many angles and 
the annotations for each entry give specific information that will aid 
the user in locating the guide best suited for a definite purpose. The 
group headings indicate the scope of the list: Selected book lists with 
subject indexes—Lists of books for the high school age—Lists of 
books for younger readers—Books containing valuable lists—Aids in 
finding supplementary material—Aids for programs and story-telling 
—Useful indexes—Aids in choosing plays for amateur actors—Aids 
in choosing music, pictures, and films—Lists of books for parents— 
Selected adult lists—Aids in learning to use a library. 
SCHOOL LIBRARIES ESPECIALLY WILL APPRECIATE the work being 
done by Frederic H. Douglas, curator, Department of Indian Art of 
the Denver Art Museum, in his /ndian leaflets. These consist of four 
pages and are well printed on good paper, often with illustrations. 
Each leaflet is on one definite subject, such as “The Hopi Indians,” or 
“Pima Indian close coiled basketry.”’ Into one leaflet is gathered to- 
gether information from widely scattered sources, with a bibliography 
at the close. No attempt has been made toward literary style; short 
direct sentences give facts, grouped under definite headings. About 
twenty leaflets have been printed since their beginning in February, 
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1930. So far the material has been principally from the Southwest, 
but other localities will be presented later. The subscription rate is 
five dollars, which entitles a subscriber to one hundred issues, prob- 
ably at the rate of about thirty a year. These leaflets make available 
in a simple, brief form information based on the publications of such 
institutions as the American Museum of Natural History, Smith- 
sonian Institute, National Museum, Field Museum of Natural His- 
tory, and the United States Bureau of American Ethnology. An index 
is planned. <« * -e 


SINCE THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS is supplying title and contents pages 
for the binding of its documents only from 1929 on, the World Peace 
l‘oundation is considering the preparation of title and contents pages 
for binding the previous years. In order to test the real need of such 
a further bibliographic tool they have prepared a sample set for the 
documents of the year 1928. There are eighteen such volumes, the 
nineteenth consisting of the Armaments yearbook. 

This 1928 set is prepared by the World Peace Foundation, not the 
League of Nations. The price of $3.50 per set represents no profit. 
The question of whether similar sets will be prepared for the docu- 
ments for the years 1920-1927 inclusive, depends upon the use made 
of the 1928 set. 

Miss Carroll has introduced some features which do not appear in 
official contents pages—first the use of bold-face type to make the 
subject matter stand out on the page, and second, the introduction of 
the official numbers which are always used by writers on the League 


in citing this material. « «.*

3ut back of it all, even the excesses and the imbecilities, there stands a great and 
challenging ideal which the rest of the world cannot continue to ignore and which 
may in time serve to bring art, science, and philosophy into essential harmony. 


In the meantime, the leaders in American industry, politics, and thought, instead 
of dissipating their energies in the futile attempt to erect barriers against the 
spread of Communist doctrines, would do well to fashion an alternative program 


of equal boldness and honesty to discipline the energies and humanize the spirit 
of industrial civilization.

PRISON LIBRARIES 


A Sevecrep BIBLIOGRAPHY

penal institution, I should choose an adequate library.’—Austin H. MacCormick, Assistant 
director, U. S. Bureau of prisons. 


Prison libraries have existed in America for several decades but they have rarely been 
given sufficient attention to prove their usefulness. In England the unified penal system thor- 
oughly recognizes the recreational and inspirational value of prison libraries and has had 
for many years an annual per capita appropriation. The abortive attempts made in America 
have at least proved that prison libraries lessen considerably disciplinary problems. The 
interest of the prisoners is shown in circulation statistics which frequently average over 
twenty books per prisoner per year. 

Book selection is usually in the hands of an overworked chaplain. The State library of 
New York, however, passes on all purchases made for prison libraries in that state. An 
excellent annotated list of fiction once useful in penal institutions was issued by the New 
York state library in 1916. This is the only list of its kind ever published. 

The prospects for improvement are quite promising. In a few states the state libraries or 
library commissions have done some excellent work, notably California, Minnesota, and 
Wisconsin. Specific books of almost any sort may be sent for from the state library collec- 
tions. In Wisconsin special reading courses are prepared for individual prisoners through 


the cooperation of the University extension division and the State free library commis- 
sion. More states are becoming active. 

Professional supervision, regular annual per capita appropriations, careful book selection, 
and open shelves are developments which might well be introduced in the prison library 
of the future.
